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Wrap-up of 1977 City Budget

On June 7, the Greenbelt city council adopted a budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1977 that calls for an increase of 
5 cents in the property tax rate (from $1.00 per $100 assessed 
valuation to $1.05). This was a drop of 8 cents from the $1.13 
tax rate originally estimated by the city manager to be needed 
to balance next year's budget. How was this reduction accomp- 


Greenbelt Rings in 200 Years 
Of History at July 4th Event

In commemoration of our nation’s 200th birthday, Green- 
belters celebrated for four days. Bell-ringing ceremonies, pool 
parties, concerts, dances, athletic tournaments, topped by a fire¬ 
works display, were enjoyed by Greenbelt residents and neigh- 


lished? 

To decrease the tax rate by 8 
cents, the council had to pare ex¬ 
penditures or increase revenues 
from sources other than the pro¬ 
perty tax by approximately $64,000. 

The final accounting shows that 
most of the tax reduction was ac¬ 
complished by increasing the rev¬ 
enue side of the budget rather than 
by cutting the expenditure side. 
Only $7,000 was cut from the bud¬ 
get, leaving $57,000 to be accoun¬ 
ted for by additional revenues. 

Fortunately, through belt-tight¬ 
ening measures adopted during the 
last few months, the city had ac¬ 
quired a surplus for fiscal year 

1976 that yielded $44,900 more than 
originally anticipated. This am¬ 
ount was applied to the 1977 bud¬ 
get. (Part of this newly-found sur¬ 
plus - $12,600 — merely repre¬ 
sented unexpended funds for cap¬ 
ital improvement items that had 
to be reallocated to the 1977 bud ¬ 
get By the same token, council 
would have ended up with a net 
ctft in the budget of $19,600, if it 
did not have to reallocate the $12, - 
600 of capital improvement expen¬ 
ditures to next year's budget.) 

The remaining $12,000 needed in 
additional revenues to balance the 

1977 budget will be acquired through 
several sources. One involves in¬ 
creasing the tax levy on coin-oper¬ 
ated amusement devices from 2% 
to 4H%. Another involves a 25% 
increase, rather than 20%, in fees 
for self-supporting recreational ac¬ 
tivities. 

In addition, the city estimated 
that its share of the State income 
tax would be $8,000 more than ori¬ 
ginally anticipated. Also, the coun¬ 
cil allocated an additional $1,000 
from Federal revenue-sharing funds 
to the general fund. 

Expenditures 

On the expenditure side, the 
council pretty well followed the city 
manager's recommendations. Some 
items were increased, but more 
were decreased, with the net effect 
being a reducation of $7,000 in a 
$1.9 million budget. 

Budgetary increases involved 
such things as allowing $1,500 for 
the elderly housing referendum, 
increasing the salary of the city 
manager by $1,500, and, as already 
mentioned, reallocating unexpended 
existing reserves for capital im¬ 
provements that were anticipated 
to be expended in the current fis 
cal year but which will not be ex¬ 
pended until the new fiscal year. 1 

The budgetary decreases were of 
minor import and had little effect 
on major programs. These includ¬ 
ed: 

(1) Postponing the employment 
of two additional policemen until 
mid-fiscal year thus effecting a sav¬ 
ings cf $6,500, $2,000 of which will 
be used for a park patrolman. 

(2) Reduction of $1,500 in amounts 
allocated for snow and ice control 
materials because supplies were 
built no from last year’s relatively 
s new-free winter. 

(3) Substitution of part-time for 
full-time help in the recreation 
d-n-rtment for a net savings of 
f 0 300. 

(4) Elimination of new ceiling 
n- fir Youth Center ($800 sav- 
**-» 

(5) Elimination of $1,000 item for 
e'r conditioning the club house at 

Lake Recreation Center. 

(6) Reduction from $13,200 to 
$10,675 in amounts contributed by 
the city to local volunteer recrea¬ 


tion groups. The new amounts 
distributed would be as follows: 
Boys and Girls Club, $4,000; Aquatic 
Boosters dub, $1,150; Greenbelt 
Concert Band, $600; Greenbelt Lit¬ 
tle League, $2,100; SHL Boys Base¬ 
ball, $950; Jogging Club, $200; 
Greenbelt Tennis Association, $275; 
Greenbelt Soccer Association, $1,000; 
and Greenbelt Choral Arts Society, 
$400. 

Left intact by the council was 
the $65,000 Greenbelt CARES pro¬ 
gram (with a slight reduction of 
$1,700 in staff salaries and $500 in 
expenses). The city will be footing 
$26,200 of this bill, with the State 
Department of Juvenile Sendees, 
the rest. 

Also left intact by council was a 
4 percent across the board salary 
increase for all classified city em¬ 
ployees and the setting aside of 3 
cents on the tax rate for capital 
improvements. 

The budget also includes the 10 
percent increase in waste collection 
fees, as recommended by the city 
manager. This means an increase 
from $5 a month to $5,50 for single¬ 
family homes and Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. No increases were made in 
the rates for apartment or busines¬ 
ses, as it w'as felt that such in¬ 
creases could result in further loss 
of revenues to private scavengers. 


City Council to Set Date 
For Housing Referendum 

The city council has been offic¬ 
ially notified by the city clerk that 
a valid petition has been submit¬ 
ted for having a referendum on 
the housing for the elderly pro¬ 
ject. The required number of sig¬ 
natures was 497 and the city clerk 
certified that 592 valid signatures 
of qualified registered voters were 
submitted. (47 signatures were 
found to be invalid.) 

Actually, the citizens will be vot¬ 
ing not on elderly housing per se 
but on a charter amendment pass¬ 
ed by council on May 3, 1976 that 
would permit the city to enter into 
a 40-year mortgage agreement in 
order to construct housing for the 
elderly. 

Under the law, if a charter 
change is petitioned to referen¬ 
dum the election must be held 
within a period of not less than 40 
days nor more than 60 days after 
the- final passage of the resolution 
providing for the referendum. 

The city council is expected to 
take up the setting of a date for 
the referendum at its next regular 
meeting on Monday, July 12. The 
Board of Elections has recommen¬ 
ded a September election date* us¬ 
ing voting machines. 

Special Meeting 

The council held a special meet¬ 
ing on June- 30 to consider a group 
of sundry matters. It swore in two 
new police officers, Robert Oliver 
and Charles Watkins, and the new 
park patrolman, Joseph Lichvar. 
It approved the transfer of $600 
to the Youth Services Bureau be¬ 
fore the end of the fiscal year. 

Introduced for first reading were 
fin ordinance increasing the tax 
levy for coin-operated amusement 
devices from 2 to 4 Vi percent of 
gross receipts, effective September 
1, 1976 and an ordinance provid¬ 
ing that Youth Services Bureau 
emplovees would be excepted from 
certain employee benefits of the 
city and would be subject to em¬ 
ployee benefits provided by the 
state of Maryland.

bors from nearby towns. 

About 10,000 persons jammed the 
lake-park Sunday evening to watch 
the spectacular fireworks display; 
others watching from their cars 
parked along Kenilworth Avenue 
saw the skv light up with explo¬ 
sions of brilliant colors. 

The enthusiastic crowd gave the 
Greenbelt Concert Band a stand¬ 
ing ovation after their concluding 
number - Tchaikovsky's 1812 Over¬ 
ture, and cheered when the rockets 
burst, spilling sizzling serpents a- 
cross the darkened sky.

from the lake which were operat¬ 
ing illegally. (Residents with boats 
must have them registered and non¬ 
residents may not have boats on 
the lake.) A police car was van¬ 
dalized and an arrest made. 

Public Works Superintendent Al¬ 
bert Attick felt that “everything 
went well." Six members of the 
city crew set up the fireworks dis- 
play early in the day and stayed 
to clean up afterward. Extra trash 
receptacles helped ease the mas¬ 
sive clean-up job, which continued 
on July 5. 

In the Afternoon 

The crowd at the Center Mall last 
Sunday waited intently while city 
manager James Giese led the count¬ 
down and at 2 p.m., the hour when 
the Declaration of Inpendence was 
adopted and our nation born, Green- 
belters joined the rest of the coun¬ 
try for two minutes of vigorous 
bell-ringing. There were bells and 
horns of all shapes and sizes and 
members of the city council and 
Bicentennial Committee pulled on 
streamer's tied to the bell of Green - 
belt's first fire truck. The siren 
from the present fire truck, parked 
on Centerway, added to the clan¬ 
gor. 

After the beil-ringing, everyone 
joined with Greenbelt's combined 
church choirs in singing the Na 
tional Anthem, and enjoyed their 
musical program which included “I 
Love America." There was a stir 
ring performance by the nationally 
acclaimed Young Americans, Green 
belt youths sponsored by the Catho¬ 
lic Youth Organization. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld delivered 
the city’s Bicentennial proclama 
tion and noted that in tracing his 
family's tree, he discovered that he 
and George Washington had some¬ 
thing in common — “the same ini¬ 
tials." He added also that his 
wife Muriel shared the same ini¬ 
tials as Martha Washington. 

Steve Polaschik felt “the spirit 
in this gathering of Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens must have been the same as 
when the first people moved into 
Greenbelt. The enthusiasm and 
pride in America which was exhi 
bited were probably as great as in 
any other city in the United States." 

Bell awards were given to the 
following; largest - Phil and Tom 
Hanyok; smallest - Bradey Kuhn; 
most patriotic, Kevin Hicks; most 
unusual - Harold Siegel; youngest 
participants - Philip Larkin and

The three-tiered bells rung by 
Janet James were recognized as 
the most historical.

Budget Process Defended! 

To the Editor: 

I would like to offer a response 
to the letter ‘Do Not 
Council” which was written by Tom 
Richey and appeared in your issue 
of Thursday, June 17, 1976. 

Mr. Richey complains in his let¬ 
ter of being “bewildered,” “dis¬ 
turbed,” “amused” and “interest¬ 
ed.” My purpose would be to help 
him relieve the first two symptoms 
but, hopefully, retain the last two. 

Mr. Richey’s letter had to do with 
the budget process in the City of 
Greenbelt, and I think his chief 
problem lies in his lack of under¬ 
standing of that process. 

This was immediately made ev¬ 
ident by his reference to the meet¬ 
ing: in question as a “Budget Hear - 
ing.” A more accurate description 
of the meeting would be “Special 
Meeting for the Purpose of Ad¬ 
opting Fiscal Year 1976/77 Bud¬ 
gets.” 

I think it would be helpful to 
Mr. Richey and your readers if I 
described the complete budget 
process that went on in Greenbelt 
this year. 

# Beginning in late 1975 and 
through early 1976 the various 
City departments submit to the 
City Manager their requested de¬ 
partmental budgets. 

# The City Manager and Asst. 
City Manager review and refine 
those departmental budget re¬ 
quests and formulate the City 
Manager’s proposed 1976/77 budget. 
© At the first meeting in April 
the Manager presents his proposed 
budget to the City Council — this 
action is mandated by charter. 

# The City Council sets a sched¬ 
ule for review of the budget. This 
year that schedule was as follows: 

Wednesday, % April 21 Budget 
work session to review the Pub¬ 
lic Safety portion 
Monday, April 26 Budget work 
session to review the Manager’s 
recommendation for Greenbelt

Any kind of process has a start¬ 
ing point and an end point. Un¬ 
fortunately for Mr. Richey, he 
came into the process at the very 
end. It is possible, he did not real¬ 
ize a total of 8 sessions had been 
held prior to the June 7 meeting. 
It is possible, he did not realize 
that the Lakeside Citizens Assn, 
attended % and participated in the 
critical Wednesday, June 2 work 
session. 

In the final analysis, the Mana¬ 
ger’s proposed budget calling for 
an increase of 13c in the city tax 
rate was modified by the review 
process to reflect an increase of 
only 5c in the city tax rate. I, 
and I think my colleagues on Coun¬ 
cil will agree, can take any and 
all criticism on whether th adm 
ted budget is too much or too lit¬ 
tle but, I don’t think criticism 
of the process is valid. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, I think that the am¬ 
ount of participation by citizens 
in this year’s budget was much 
more than in previous years. I 
hope that continues and increases. 

One last suggestion for Mr. Rich- 
D "n’t be disturbed be in¬ 
formed.
